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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  October  2  and  again  on  October  14  the  Department  announced 
100,000  ton  increases  in  domestic  sugar  requirements  (total 
quotas).    These  two  actions  brought  the  toted  to  9,200,000  tons. 
Processing  of  mainland  sugarcane  had  been  delayed,  sugar  prices 
had  risen  and  it  was  apparent  that  additional  raw  sugar  supplies 
were  needed  for  Atlantic  and  Gulf  refiners.    The  delayed  harvesting 
of  mainland  sugarcane  diverted  some  offshore  sugar  to  Gulf  re- 
fineries that  would  have  been  available  to  Eastern  refineries. 
Production  in  this  area  is  now  underway  and  a  plentiful  supply  of 
raw  sugar  is  becoming  available  to  Gulf  refiners.    On  October  22 
the  Department  issued  a  notice  that  sugar  refiners  might  import 
sugar  into  the  continental  United  States  during  December  1958  in 
excess  of  1958  quotas,  provided  it  is  held  through  December  31, 
1958,  in  the  refiner's  inventory  at  the  refinery  at  which  the  sugar 
is  received.    Sugar  imported  in  excess  of  1958  quotas  may  be  re- 
fined cind  stocked  at  the  refinery  as  refined  sugar  or  may  be  held 
as  raw  sugar  but  will  be  charged  to  the  1959  quotas.    This  action 
provides  additional  working  supplies  of  sugar  to  refiners  at  the  year 
end  and  assures  a  more  orderly  transition  from  1958  to  1959  quotas 
in  the  marketing  of  offshore  sugar . 

Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  through  October  11  totaled 
7,048,000  tons  or  193,000  tons  above  those  of  1957  for  a  compar- 
able period  and  23,000  tons  above  1956  deliveries.  Deliveries 
during  the  balance  of  both  Ccilendar  years  1957  and  1956  subsequent 
to  October  11  totaled  1,879,000  tons. 

Marketings  of  beet  sugar  through  October  11  totciled  1,662,000  short 
tons,  raw  value.    Physical  deliveries  were  84,000  tons  higher  as  a 
resiilt  of  "constructive  deliveries"  in  December  1957.    During  this 
period  physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  were  about  12  percent 
greater  than  in  1957  and  about  17  percent  above  those  in  1956.  As 
of  October  11,  1958,  the  unfilled  balance  of  beet  sugar  quota 
amounted  to  680,000  tons  or  about  29  percent.    After  the  corres- 
ponding date  in  1957  marketings  totaled  527,000  tons,  including  the 
84,000  tons  constructively  delivered.    The  totcil  for  the  period 
represented  about  25.5  percent  of  the  final  1957  beet  quota.  The 
comparable  data  for  1956  are  467,000  tons  total,  22,000  tons  con- 
structive and  24  percent. 

The  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid,  at  New  York  on 
October  22  reached  6.5  cents  per  pound.    On  August  18  it  had  been 
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6.25  cents  per  pound,  which  is  also  the  average  for  the  year  1958 
through  October  20.    Last  year  on  October  22  the  spot  price  was 
6.35  cents  and  the  cumulative  average  through  the  20th  was  6.26 
cents.    The  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  at  New  York  has 
averaged  9.26  cents  per  pound  so  far  during  1958  or  0.11  cent 
above  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

Beet  sugar  processors  and  refiners  have  announced  a  .20  cent  in- 
crease in  quoted  prices  for  sugar  in  the  Chicago- West  territory  to 
become  effective  November  28.    The  list  prices  in  that  area  would 
then  be  9.05  cents  for  cane  sugar  and  8.85  cents  for  beet  sugar. 

The  price  of  raw  sugar,  f.a.s.  Cuban  port  destined  to  the  world 
free  market  continued  its  downward  drift.    The  price  was  3.40 
cents  per  pound  in  mid-October  compared  with  3.46  cents  on 
October  1  and  with  3.53  cents  on  September  2. 

One  factor  causing  this  price  development  is  the  plentiful  sugar 
beet  crop  currently  being  harvested.    For  the  world,  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  estimates  the  size  of  this  crop  at  153.5  million 
short  tons,  up  5.5  percent  from  the  revised  1957  figure  (145.  5 
million  tons),  up  20.4  percent  from  the  low-yield  1956  crop  and  up 
33.8  percent  from  the  1953-55  average. 

Of  the  estimated  8  million  ton  beet  production  increase  almost  6 
million  tons  are  being  produced  in  the  U.S.S.R.  ,  its  satellites  and 
on  the  Chinese  Mainland.    Two  million  tons  more  than  last  year 
are  being  produced  in  the  countries  of  the  European  Common 
Market  (France,  Germany  (Fed  Jiep. ) .    Italy,  Netherlands  and 
Belgium- Luxembourg) .    This  two  million  ton  increase  in  beet  pro- 
duction equals  an  increase  in  sugar  production  of  about  300,000 
metric  tons ,  raw  value , 

Calendar  year  1958  sugar  consumption  in  the  Common  Market 
Countries  and  in  the  entire  Franc  Zone  (this  includes  Tunisia  and 
all  Morocco)  is  eatimated  at  4,620,000  tons.    Thus  the  current 
production  increase  in  the  Common  Market  Countries  is  almost 
twice  a  probable  annual  consumption  increase  of  about  3.5  percent. 
It  is  also  of  interest  that  for  the  calendar  year  1958,  the  Inter- 
nationcil  Sugar  Council  has  estimated  the  net  import  requirements 
from  the  Free  Market  of  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Italy  and  the 
Franc  Zone  (including  Tunisia  and  all  Morocco)  at  522,000  tons. 
Belgiimi- Luxembourg  is  a  net  exporter. 
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However,  the  German  Delegation  to  the  United  Nations  Sugar 
Conference  now  meeting  in  Geneva  presented  the  following  con- 
clusions in  a  paper  on  "The  German  Sugar  Industry  Within  the 
Framework  of  the  European  Economic  Community": 

"Within  the  framework  of  the  E.E.C.  it  is  important  for  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany  to  continue  its  imports  of  raw  sugar  from  the 
world  market  for  the  purpose  to  cover  its  deficiency  in  sugar  and  to 
promote  home  consumption  per  capita  as  well  as  the  export  of  sugar 
containing  products  being  of  vital  importance  for  beet  growers  and 
the  sugar  industry. 

In  this  connexion  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Article  29  of  the  Treaty 
establishing  a  Europeem  Economic  Community  stipulates  that  tra- 
ditional trade  between  member  countries  cind  third  countries  is  not 
only  to  be  maintained  but  promoted.    The  Government  of  the  Federal 
Republic  will  certainly  make  use  of  this  provision  to  a  large  extent 
in  view  of  the  importance  of  that  problem  for  the  home  export  in- 
dustry.   Trade  relations  of  Western  Germany  to  other  countries 
have  especially  well  developed  during  the  past  six  years  in  cases 
where  the  countries  in  question  export  heavy  amoiints  of  sugar  to 
Germany. "

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SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  HEARING 


A  public  hearing  will  be  held  beginning  at  10:00  a.m.  EST,  Novem- 
ber 25,  1958,  in  connection  with  sugar  requirements  for  consumers 
in  the  continental  United  States  during  1959  and  the  establishment 
of  sugar  quotas  for  the  supplying  areas  .    The  hearing  will  be  held 
in  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Auditorium,  South  Building,  U.  S.  De- • 
partment  of  Agriculture ,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  principal  considerations  will  be  (1)  the  manner  of  determining 
deficiencies  or  surpluses  in  inventories  of  sugar;  (2)  chamges  in 
demand  conditions;  (3)  prospective  1959  level  and  trend  of  con- 
sumer purchasing  power;  (4)  the  manner  in  which  the  relationship 
between  the  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  and  the  general  cost 
of  living  in  the  United  States  should  be  considered;  and  (5)  the 
relative  importance  of  the  foregoing  factors  in  determining  the  sugar 
requirements  for  19  59  . 

The  hearing  will  afford  all  interested  persons  an  opportunity  to 
present  orally  data,  views,  or  arguments  pertaining  to  the  deter- 
mination of  sugar  requirements  and  the  establishment  of  sugar 
quotas  for  the  continental  United  States  for  the  calendar  year  1959; 
written  statements  are  cilso  invited.    In  addition,  written  statements 
may  include  data,  views  and  arguments  regarding;  (1)  sugar  re- 
quirements and  quotas  for  local  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto 
Rico  for  the  calendar  year  1959  and  (Z)  the  amount,  if  any,  by 
which  any  area  will  be  unable  to  market  the  quota  for  such  area  in 
1959,  and  the  reallotment  of  such  deficit. 

Written  data,  views,  and  arguments  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate 
to  the  Director  of  the  Sugar  Division,  Commodity  Stabilization 
Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  and  must  be  received  by  December  8,  1958. 

Four  sections  of  the  Sugar  Act  are  pertinent  to  the  hearing  and  to 
filing  of  the  material.    Section  201  governs  the  determination  of 
the  quantity  of  sugar  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  consumers  in 
the  continental  United  States.    Section  202  prescribes  the  method 
by  which  quotas  shall  be  established  by  the  Secretary  and  how  he 
shall  revise  them  if  necessary.    The  determination  of  local  con- 
sumption requirements  and  quotas  for  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  is 
covered  by  Section  203.    When  the  Secretary  determines  that  any 
area  is  unable  to  market  its  quota,  Section  204  prescribes  how  he 
shall  prorate  the  deficits  to  other  sugar-producing  areas  . 

The  material  included  in  this  issue  of  Sugar  Reports  is  provided  for 
the  information  of  persons  interested  in  these  matters.  Later  data, 
if  available,  will  be  supplied  at  or  before  the  hearing. 
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DETERMINATION  OF  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  OF  CONSUMERS 


Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture a  responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows:

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  September  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption,  861,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)^ up  81,000  tons,  or  10  percent 
from  September  1957.    Deliveries  January  1  through  September  30, 
1958  were  6,783,000  tons,  up  164,000  tons  from  same  period  last 
year.    Final  data  for  August  1958  deliveries,  904,000  short  tons, 
raw  value:  the  previously  published  preliminary  for  that  month  was 
902,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  October  4,  1958  were  746,000  short 
tons  raw  value  (preliminary)^ down  84,000  tons  from  August  31,  1958 
and  down  76,000  tons  from  a  year  ago.    During  September  stocks 

of  refiners  increased  by  22,000  tons  but  stocks  of  others  decreased 
by  the  following  amounts:    beet  processors,  80,000  tons;  importers 
of  direct-consumption  sugar,  23,000  tons;  mainland  sugarcane 
processors  about  2,000  tons.    As  compared  with  a  year  ago  stocks 
of  each  type  of  primary  distributor  were  lower  by  the  following 
amounts:    refiners,  36,000  tons;  beet  processors,  20,000  tons; 
importers  of  direct- consumption  sugar,  18,000  tons;  mainland 
sugarcane  processors ,  2,500  tons. 

3.  Quota  charges,  January-September  1958  were  7,  123,000  tons, 
0.9  percent  larger  than  the  same  1957  period.    Charges  to  quotas 
up:    Cuba  317,000  tons.  Domestic  Beet  Area  112,000  tons,  Phil- 
ippines 111,000  tons,  and  "full  duty"  foreign  countries  43,000  tons. 
Charges  to  quotas  down:    Hawaii  403,000  tons.  Mainland  Cane  Area 
104,000  tons,  Virgin  Islands  8,600  tons,  and  Puerto  Rico  4,600 
tons . 

4.  August  1958  sugar  deliveries,  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
were  larger  to  all  regions  except  the  Middle  Atlantic.  Deliveries 
to  New  England  were  up  2  percent,  to  the  South  and  West  5  percent 
each,  and  to  the  North  Central  region  18  percent.    To  the  Ivliddle 
Atlantic  region  deliveries  were  down  about  2  percent.    August  de- 
liveries increased  over  those  in  July  1958  by  3  to  4  percent^to  the 
Middle  Atleintic  and  New  England  regions  and  by  26  percent  to  the 
West,  with  decreases  of  2  and  8  percent  in  deliveries  to  the  North 
Central  and  the  Southern  regions,  respectively.    For  the  first  eight 
months,  1958  compared  with  1957,  deliveries  to  New  England  and 
the  North  Central  regions  were  up  2  percent  each,  and  to  the  South 
5  percent;  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  deliveries  were  down  about 
1  percent  and  to  the  West  3  percent.
